are on the inside of the curve. Ocea 
sionolly a crack of a half inch or 
more may occur, in which case the 
joint should be covered with a pie< •• 
of broken tile before 
the ditch is 
filled. 
On the straight part of the ditch 
the sections of tile should be turtle i 
until their ends lit closely together 
along their top line. 
W hen this is 
done there is usually some space be 
tween the ends on the bottom lin * 
because the tile are often not cut at 
the ends exactly parallel. 
As ordc 
narily manufactured, the sections are 
sufficient!) irregular on the ends that 
th ere is no danger of 
getting the 
joints so close as to prevent the en­ 
trance of water, which, it muik be 
remembered, comes into the tile from 
below for the most part. 
A Y joint should 
be 
provided at 
each point where a lateral is to join 
the main drain. 
In case these are 
not available, the first section of the 
lateral should be inserted

the side of the main at the proper 
angle and a tight joint secured by 
the use of cement.

The cost of a thorough

system will depend upon the charac­
